GEorGE has a degree of signifi- 
cance at this time of year. This is the time of 
year when we load ourselves up with explosives 
and celebrate our emancipation from another 
English king who had a III. tacked on to his 
GEORGE. We pat ourselves on the back at the 
hought that we—or rather our forefathers — 
had thé nerve to break away from this stub- 
born monarch and.all the undesirable things 
that he-represented. On July 4 we make a 
noise, a.variety of noises, because on.that day, 
one hundred and _ thirty-five 
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King GeorceE III. because they could n’t get 
freedom under a monarchy. Under a republic 
they could, so they formed one. Over in Eng- 
land folks still live under a monarchy, and 
therefore, it would seem, by Fourth-of-July 
logic, that they cannot possibly be free; but, to 
cite a single example, they are free enough to 
have a Parcels Post, and they turn into the 
public revenue a big annual profit from their 
Post-office;, while, to cite another example, the 
best we free Americans can do in a parallel 
case is to safeguard:the right of our express 
companies to the’ parcel-carrying privilege, and 
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to shout ecstatically whenever our Post-office 
escapes an annual deficit. ‘This is just a single 
instance of our freedom. It is a homely com- 
parison of the bondage of a king’s subjects with 
the inspiring liberty of a free people. There 
is nothing to prevent the American nation from 
getting a Parcels Post, however, or anything else 
which the British nation enjoys, that seerns 
good for it. All the American people need do 
is to read the history of 1776 with-a view to 
giving it a present-day application. Let them 
recall the fact that taxation without represen- 
tation was what our Colonial forefathers most 

strenuously objected to, and 





years ago, this nation declared 
itself born, and gave-itself a 
birth certificate in the shape of 
the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. What we got by that 
Declaration was _ freedom, 
liberty; precious boons which 
were not to be had under 
monarchical rule such as King 
GeorceE III. doled out. Lin- 
COLN referred to these boons, 
that liberty and that freedom, 
in his Gettysburg Address, and 
we of the present day cherish 
LINCOLN’s remarks almost as 
much as we do the statement 
of principle which prompted 
them. Possibly, however, we 
of the present do not go about 
it in just the best way. We 
are still celebrating 1776; still 
acting as if we were among the 
crowd grouped about Inde- 
pendence Hall, whooping and 
rejoicing at the message of the 
Liberty Bell. Every year, with 
patriotic enthusiasm, we break 
away from King Georce III. 
and flaunt in faces long since 
dead and gone the triumphant 
fact that we are free. Would 
it not be well once in a while 
tocome down to earth and take 
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then let present-day Americans 
as strenuously object to it 
themselves. ‘They are taxed, 
there can be no doubt of that, 
but in mighty few cases are 
they represented. If the 
American public were truly 
represented in Congress, es- 
pecially in the Senate, a Par- 
cels Post would be established 
without a dissenting vote. 
Possibly: such a prosy, un- 
emotional thing as a Parcels 
Post should not be mentioned 
in the same breath with the 
nation’s birthday, with the en- 
thronement of freedom; per- 
haps it is in the nature of an 
anti-climax, a trivial thing that 
can wait till the shouting is 
over. But, if we may, we 
should like to suggest that to 
moderation in noise and risk 
there be added moderation in 
hilarity to the objects of the 
“safe-and-sane” Fourth. The 
dignity of the new-style cele- 
bration should enable all of us 
who so desire to do a little 
practical introspecting.
